To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Ampthill  Rural  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Dr.  Sutton  having  retired  from  the  post  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  June,  1950, 
I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  upon  the  health,  vital  statistics  and 
sanitary  conditions  of  the  Ampthill  Rural  District  for  the  year  1949. 


Inspection  of  the  vital  statistics  shows  that  the  birth  rate  remains  the  same  as  that 
for  last  year,  a figure  appreciably  higher  than  that  throughout  the  country  ; while  the 
adjusted  death  rate  also  compares  favourably  with  that  for  England  and  Wales. 


'1'he  epidemic  of  measles  which  occurred  last  year  continued  into  the  early  months 
of  1949,  and  slowly  declined  throughout  the  year.  Fortunately  the  age  group  involved 
was  favourable  and  no  deaths  resulted.  Eight  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  notified, 
five  occurring  in  the  Haynes  area,  and  one  death  resulted  from  this  infection. 


In  conclusion  I would  like  to  thank  the  officials  of  the  district  and  staff  for  their  kind 

co-operation.

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  parishes  of  Flitwick,  Woburn,  Aspley  Guise  and  Aspley  Heath  are  semi- 
urban  residential  areas,  and  the  elevation  and  fir-wooded  character  of  the  last  named 
renders  it  very  suitable  for  the  Sanitorium  and  two  convalescent  homes  situated  there. 

In  the  parishes  situated  on  the  rail  and  bus  routes,  large  numbers  travel  daily  to 
factory  and  other  work  in  the  towns  of  Luton  and  Bedford. 

In  the  brick  earth  area  around  Marston,  Lidlington  and  Cranfield  many  are  employed 
at  the  Marston  Valley  Brickworks  at  Lidlington  and  Ridgmont  and  others  go  to  the 
London  Brick  Company’s  works  at  Stewartby,  in  the  adjoining  district. 

The  Bovril  and  the  Ebonite  Powder  works  at  Houghton  Conquest,  Production 
Tool  Factory  at  Westoning,  Brushworks  and  Timber  Yard  at  Flitwick,  Light  Engineering 
Factory  at  Cranfield,  and  the  new  Instrument  Works  at  Aspley  Guise  claim  their  quota 
of  labour.  The  National  Institute  of  Agricultural  Engineering  at  Silsoe  has  a largestaff 
as  also  has  the  Aeronautical  Training  College  at  Cranfield. 

Agriculture  is  sfill  the  main  occupation  in  other  parishes,  the  light  soil  of 
Maulden,  Clophill  and  Flitwick  being  particularly  suitable  for  market  gardening. 

There  has  been  very  little  unemployment  during  the  year.

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General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  Area. 


1.  LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

The  laboratory  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  is  situated  in  the  Town 

Hall,  Luton. 

This  Service  is  under  the  direction  of  the  Medical  Research  Council  acting  for  the 
Ministry  of  Health  and  is  free  of  charge  to  the  local  Authority. 

One  of  the  main  functions  of  this  Service  is  to  co-operate  with  General  Practitioners 
and  Medical  Officers  of  Health  in  the  diagnosis,  prevention  and  control  of  infectious 
diseases.  For  these  purposes  the  laboratory  wdl  undertake  the  examination  of  material, 
e.g.  throat  swabs,  sputa,  faeces,  urine  and  blood  from  any  patient  suspected  to  be  suffering 
from  a communicable  infection,  or  of  being  a carrier.  All  General  Practitioners  in  the 
District  have  been  acquainted  of  these  facilities. 


2.  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

The  Service  provided  by  the  Bedfordshire  County  Council  has  satisfactorily  met 
the  demands  that  are  occurring.  It  covers  the  full  twenty-four  hours,  and  is  free  of 

charge. 

In  addition  to  moving  emergency  cases,  ambulance  or  sitting-case  car  transport 
are  available  for  carrying  patients  unable  to  travel  by  other  means  to  and  from  Hospitals 
and  Clinics,  at  which  attendance  is  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  medical 

treatment. 


Except  in  the  case  of  an  emergency,  the  request  for  an  ambulance  must  be  made 
by  a Medical  Practitioner  or  other  Authorised  Person.  This  should  be  to  the  nearest 

depot. 

Out-patients  of  Hospitals  using  public  transport  are  re-imbursed  their  travelling 
expenses  by  the  Hospital  Authorities. 

The  Service  also  covers  the  removal  to  isolation  hospitals  of  patients  suffering 

from  infectious  disease. 


3.  DOMICILIARY  NURSING  AND  MIDWIFERY  SERVICES. 

The  County  Council  is  responsible  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946, 
tor  the  provision  of  these  Services  and  employs  the  nurses  and  midwives  in  the  district! 
Direct  administration  is  by  the  Northern  Divisional  Health  Committee.  The  nurses  are 
qualmed  both  in  nursing  and  midwifery,  acting  as  nurse  midwives  and,  with  one  exception, 
all  have  a motor  car.  The  nurses  are  distributed  as  follows  : — -

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

1.  WATER  SUPPLY. 

There  are  at  present  three  principal  sources  : — 

1.  Aspley  Guise  (Rirchmoor)  Water  Works  supplying  twenty-one  parishes 
It  is  obtained  from  boreholes  in  the  greensand  and  is  chlorinated  before  deliver 
to  the  mains. 

2.  Ampthill  U.D.C.  Water  Works  at  Clophill  supplying  three  parishes 
This  is  also  from  a greensand  source  by  borehole,  and  is  softened,  chlorinate 
and  filtered  before  delivery  to  the  mains. 

3.  The  Duke  of  Bedford’s  Water  Works  at  LIusborne  Crawley — supplyin 
two  parishes. 

All  the  mains  with  the  exception  of  those  in  connection  with  supply  three  and  certai 
other  parishes  on  the  Ducal  Estate  (Woburn,  Milton  Bryan,  Potsgrove)  are  owned  b 
the  Council,  and  the  only  parishes  without  a piped  supply  are  Higham  Gobion,  PotsgroA 
and  Battlesden.  The  populations  of  these  are  40,  100  and  70  respectively,  and  tf 
Council  has  the  matter  constantly  under  review  with  the  definite  intention  of  providu 
a supply  when  conditions  permit. 

The  Bucks.  Water  Board  have  a waterworks  in  Battlesden  from  which  some  premisi 
on  the  Duke  of  Bedford’s  Estate  take  a supply.

Quarterly  samples  taken  for  bacteriological  examination,  none  containing  coliform 
bacilli  in  100  cc’s — taken  in  conjunction  with  the  above  chemical  analyses — indicate  pure 
and  wholesome  waters,  suitable  for  drinking  and  domestic  purposes.  The  soft  water 
from  the  Aspley  source  has  a plumbo  solvent  action,  and  lead  piping  is  not  used 
in  this  area  of  supply.  Ampthill  U.D.C.  water  is  moderately  hard  and  has  no  plumbo 
solvent  characteristics.

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On  Dec.  12th,  1949,  a Public  Enquiry  was  held  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  into  an 
application  by  the  Council  for  a loan  for  works  of  water  supply  in  connection  with  the 
proposed  scheme  for  the  new  Pumping  Station  in  the  parish  of  Pulloxhill. 

From  the  evidence  submitted  it  was  observed  that  by  virtue  of  the  sewerage  scheme 
now  being  carried  out  the  water  increase  in  the  three  parishes  concerned  would  amount  to 
approximately  54,100  gallons  per  day  and,  in  addition  to  this  amount,  as  there  was  a 
proposal  for  dealing  with  the  drainage  in  the  village  of  Silsoe,  the  water  increase  in  respect 
:>f  this  proposal  would  amount  to  10,400  gallons  per  day. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  it  will  be  remembered  that  a proposal  having  been  lodged 
for  the  sinking  of  a borehole  in  the  area  protected  in  Section  14  of  the  Water  Act  1945, 
and  an  agreement  having  been  made  that  this  proposition  will  not  be  proceeded  with, 
but  that  the  quantity  required  will  be  extracted  from  the  Council’s  mains,  it  is  estimated 
that  there  will  be  an  increased  consumption  in  respect  of  this  proposal  amounting  to 
12,000  gallons  per  day. 

Hence,  the  immediate  proposals  for  increase  of  supply  amount  to  156,000  gallons 
per  day  in  the  area  concerned. 

Apart  from  this  application,  a further  application  has  been  lodged  with  the  Ministry 
>f  Health  for  works  of  water  supply  to  increase  the  amount  available  in  the  parishes 
>f  Maulden,  Clophill  and  Haynes.  The  problem  of  the  distribution  of  the  supplies 
in  these  parishes  became  acute  in  June  when  it  became  necessary  to  curtail  the  supplies 
between  the  hours  of  8 p.m.  and  6 a.m,,  daily,  with  the  result  that  water  was  not  available 
in  sufficient  quantities  for  the  proper  cooling  of  milk,  and  to  maintain  supplies  to  con- 
sumers on  the  end  of  the  supply  mains,  resort  had  to  be  made  to  carting  water. 

2.  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  contract  for  sewering  the  parishes  of  Flitwick,  Westoning  and  Harlington, 
with  the  construction  of  Disposal  Works  at  Flitwick  was  commenced  during  the  year 
ind  is  progressing  satisfactorily. 

Aspley  Guise  and  Aspley  Heath  are  included  with  Woburn  Sands  (in  the  Newport 
Pagnell  Rural  District)  in  a joint  drainage  scheme  with  Disposal  works  at  Aspley  Guise. 

The  sewerage  and  existing  works  are  about  35  years  old,  and  owing  to  the  unsatis- 
factory effluent,  consultants  were  asked  to  report.  Certain  amendments  to  the  sewers 
and  pumping  arrangements  and  completely  new  disposal  works  were  recommended. 
These  works  would  provide  for  the  later  connection  of  sewerage  from  Wavendon  in 
the  Newport  Pagnell  District,  and  Husborne  Crawley  and  Ridgmont  in  the  Ampthill 
Rural  District. 

Certain  intermediate  works  as  a temporary  measure  to  endeavour  to  increase  the 
efficiency  of  the  existing  works  were  approved  and  carried  out  during  the  year. 

Woburn  is  sewered  and  has  a disposal  works,  the  whole  scheme  being  the  property 
of  and  under  the  management  of  the  Duke  of  Bedford,  the  principal  owner  in  the  parish. 

Second  in  priority  of  the  Council’s  post  war  schemes,  Maulden,  Clophill,  Silsoe, 
Flitton  and  Pulloxhill  Area  will  next  be  sewered  and  the  Engineering  Consultants 
have  the  remaining  18  parishes  under  consideration. 

3.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

There  was  one  case  of  polluting  a stream  but  early  action  was  taken  by  the  body 
concerned  to  reduce  the  pollution. 
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4.  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

In  Aspley  Guise,  Aspley  Heath  and  Woburn,  except  for  outlying  properties  not 
having  sewers  available,  and  four  cottages  in  Aspley  Guise,  the  houses  have  water  closets.  t. 

All  houses  on  the  new  Council  Estates  have  water  closets ; in  unsewered  parishes 
the  larger  Estates  have  small  disposal  works  and  the  others  cesspool  drainage. 

In  the  remaining  parishes,  the  larger  houses  have  water  closets  draining  to  cesspools. 
The  cottages  mainly  have  earth  closets,  but  there  remain  a very  few  privy  type  closets 
which  by  reason  of  their  isolated  position  have  not  yet  been  converted. 

5.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Fortnightly  collections  of  house  refuse  have  been  continued  in  the  parishes  of 
Aspley  Guise,  Aspley  Heath,  Flitwick,  Harlington,  Westoning  and  Woburn. 

The  former  quarterly  collections  in  other  parishes  have  been  stepped  up  during  the 
year,  in  order  to  give  approximately  monthly  visits  to  the  larger  parishes  of  Clophiil, 
Cranfield,  Lidlington,  Marston,  Maulden  and  Shillington,  and  a visit  at  two  month 
intervals  at  the  remainder. 

The  work  is  executed  by  direct  labour  with  tipping  motor  vehicles.  Controlled 
tipping  is  exercised  in  the  three  tips,  which  are  under  consistent  inspection.  Rats  were 
destroyed  by  the  Pests  Department  and  flies  kept  down  by  tip  dressing. 

Closet  pails  continue  to  be  emptied  in  the  thirteen  parishes  of  Flitwick,  Westoning, 
Harlington,  Lidlington,  Clophiil,  Maulden,  Milton  Bryan,  Eversholt,  Flitton,  Pulloxhill', 
Ridgmont,  Tingrith  and  Silsoe,  to  which  have  been  added  Cranfield,  Marston  and 
Shillington,  bringing  the  total  to  sixteen  parishes.  Ten  parishes  are  without  either 
this  service  or  sewers,  and  will  be  added  to  the  scheme  as  conditions  permit. 

Cesspools  are  emptied  on  request  at  intervals  of  not  less  than  three  months  in  any 
part  of  the  district. 

The  work  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour  with  six  vacuum  tank  motor  vehicles,  and 
night  soil  is  disposed  of  on  straw  lagoons,  which  when  allowed  to  rot  form  valuable 
manure. 

Farmers  and  market  gardeners  on  light  soil  co-operate  and  find  the  site  and  necessary 
straw,  but  few  will  assist  where  the  soil  is  heavy  clay.

7.  SHOPS  AND  PREMISES. 

There  are  no  sanitary  conveniences  at  five  lock-up  shops,  but  as  these  are  available 
within  a reasonable  distance,  certificates  of  exemption  are  granted  under  Section  10(2) 
and  (6)  of  the  Shops  Act,  1934. 

At  all  other  shops  Sanitary  Conveniences  for  the  use  of  assistants  are  provided. 

No  cases  of  Insufficient  Ventilation  and  Heating  were  found.  Action  under 
Circular  1600  with  regard  to  Offices  was  not  found  necessary.

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10.  SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

(a)  Public. 

No  swimming  pools  are  owned  by  the  Authority. 

(b)  Privately  owned  and  open  to  the  public. 

Eversholt.— This  is  a small  open-air  bath  supplied  from  a lake.  It  is  privately 
owned  but  is  managed  by  the  Parish  Council.  Parish  children  are  admitted  free,  and  a 
small  charge  is  made  to  adults.  The  water  is  changed  at  invervals,  and  chlorine  is  added 
periodically  by  spraying  it  on  the  surface  and  agitating  the  water. 

Husborne  Crawley. — This  is  fed  from  a well,  which  also  provides  piped  drinking 
watefto  two  parishes.  The  capacity  of  the  bath  is  60,000  gallons  and  when  empty 
the  walls  and  floor  are  sprayed  with  chlorine  solution  to  prevent  the  growth  o a gse. 

The  water  is  completely  renewed  at  fortnightly  periods,  and  during  the  intervals 
a quantity  of  water  is  pumped  in  at  the  bottom  level,  the  upper  water  flowing  off  through 
thfoverflow  taking  dust,  leaves  and  other  floating  matter.  At  each  week-end  chlorine 
is  added,  and  half  of  the  original  dosage  is  mixed  with  the  water  on  alternate  days  during 

the  week. 

Woburn. — This  is  a similar  bath  to  that  at  Husborne  Crawley  and  is  filled  from  the 
main  water  supply.  It  is  chlorinated  by  hand  as  described  above,  and  the  water  is 
changed  periodically. 

In  addition  to  being  used  by  the  parishioners,  the  above  three  bathing  pools  are 
now  utilised  by  the  Education  Authority  for  swimming  instruction  for  school  children 
They  are  taken  by  motor  coach  in  classes  from  the  village  schools  in  a radius  from  each 
bath  during  the  summer  months. 

Private  Swimming  Pools. 

Hawnes  School,  Haynes  Park.— At  this  boarding  school  for  girls  an  open  air  pool 
is  provided  in  the  park.  Originally  filled  from  the  Council’s  mam,  this  pool  is  connected 
to  a natural  spring  which  gives  a continuous  flow. 

The  Knoll  School,  Aspley  Heath.— A small  pool  at  this  boarding  school  for  boys 
is  filled  from  the  Council’s  main  ; it  is  periodically  emptied  and  refilled. 


11.  ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

1 . (a)  No  Council  Houses  were  found  to  be  infested. 

(b)  i.  Four  other  houses  were  infested  and

2.  The  houses  and  furniture  were  fumigated  with  Gammexane  Smoke  Generators 
followed  where  necessary  by  spraying  with  “ Zaldecide  ” containing  D.D.  I . 

3.  To  ensure  that  belongings  of  a prospective  tenant  are  free  from  vermin  an  in- 
spection is  made  before  removal  to  a Council  house. 

4.  Disinfestation  is  carried  out  by  the  Local  Authority. 

5.  To  prevent  re-infestation  after  cleansing,  premises  are  re-inspected  and  the 
tenant  advised  and  supervised. 
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HOUSING 


The  owiicis  of  23  houses  had  their  attention  drawn  to  absence  of  information 
required  by  Statute_  in  the  Rent  Books. 

Owners  of  29  houses  were  supplied  with  the  “ permitted  numbers  ” of  occupants 
for  inclusion  in  Rent  Books. 

Eighteen  houses,  accommodating  20  families,  continued  under  requisition  to  the 
Council.  During  the  year  five  requisitioned  houses  were  relinquished. 

Eighty-six  new  Council  houses  were  completed  and  occupied,  bringing  the  post-war 
total  to  527  and  including  the  pre-war  Council  houses  to  849. 

Nine  changes  in  tenancy  took  place  during  the  year,  and  in  eight  additional  cases  the 
tenancy  was  transferred  to  another  member  of  the  family,  due  to  the  death  of  the  tenant. 

The  number  of  new  houses  included  the  rebuilding  of  two  houses  demolished  by 
Enemy  action. 

Much  concern  was  caused  by  an  ex-R.A.F.  hut  at  Cranfield,  occupied  by  squatters. 
One  family  of  man,  wife  and  2 children  was  rehoused  from  it  in  a requisitioned  flat, 
but  shortly  after  another  man,  wife  and  2 children,  with  a sister-in-law,  took  unauthorised 
possession,  being  homeless.  The  Council  rehoused  this  family,  but  the  hut  was  shortly 
afterwards  occupied  by  a woman  with  five  children.  It  is  unsuitable  for  a human 
habitation  and  the  authorities  have  several  times  been  asked  to  remove  it  or  render  it 
safe  from  squatters.  An  undertaking  not  to  relet  for  human  habitation  shop  premises, 
used  as  an  emergency  dwelling  in  wartime,  was  accepted  from  one  owner.  The  owner 
of  six  houses  having  been  served  with  notice  under  Sec.  9 of  the  Housing  Act  and  taken 
no  action,  tenders  were  obtained  for  executing  the  work  and  negotiations  with  the 
owner  are  in  progress. 

Of  the  tenants  housed  during  the  year  five  were  emergency  cases,  being  completely 
homeless  for  various  reasons,  such  as  being  ejected  from  tied  house,  loss  of  home  through 
fire,  etc. 

Rural  Housing  Survey. 

Records  of  5,208  are  on  the  files  and  the  details  are  checked  at  intervals  in  connection 
with  which  367  houses  were  visited  during  the  year. 

Thirty-five  notices  under  section  9 of  the  Housing  Act  1936  were  served. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  Milk  Supply. 

205  persons  are  on  the  Register  including  7 retailers  from  outside  the  District. 
132  are  wholesale  cowkeepers  and  73  retailers,  21  of  the  latter  keep  no  cows. 

There  were  7 new  Registrations  during  the  year. 

One  retailer  is  licensed  to  bottle  and  retail  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  ; three  are 
licensed  to  retail  T.T.  and  Pasteurised  Milk  purchased  in  bottles  and  one  outside  the 
District  has  a supplementary  licence  to  sell  Pasteurised  Milk  within  this  District. 

I he  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  under  Regulations  which  come  into 
force  in  October  of  this  year,  assumed  control  of  all  Milk  Producers,  leaving  the  local 
Authority  still  responsible  for  Dairymen  and  retail  distributors. 


Defects  were  discovered  in  three  cowsheds  and  three  dairies,  and  the  attention  of  the 
owners  was  drawn  to  these. 

Copies  of  the  records  of  the  producers  in  the  area  were  prepared  and  handed  over 
to  the  Department  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture. 

(, b ) Meat  and  other  foods. 

The  following  were  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  389  lbs.  beef. 
16  lbs.  mutton,  79*  lbs.  bacon,  12J  lbs.  offal,  22  lbs.  margarine,  50  lbs.  Guinea  fowl 
7 stone  fish,  10  tins  meat,  34  tins  milk,  8 tins  beans,  5 tins  peas,  3 tins  fruit,  4 tins  fish 
and  \\  lbs.  jam. 

Eight  new  Registrations  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream  were  made. 

Twenty  licences  to  slaughter  and  stun  animals  under  the  Slaughter  of  Animal; 
Act  1933  were  renewed. 

The  licenses  of  four  slaughterhouses  were  renewed.

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PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  AND 

OTHER  DISEASES. 

The  North  West  Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital  Board  is  the  authority  responsible 
for  cases  of  infectious  disease  requiring  admission  to  an  Isolation  Hospital.  The  Hospitals 
serving  the  District  are  the  Steppingley  Flospital  and  the  Spittlesea  Hospital. 

NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES. 

Small  Pox. — No  cases  have  been  notified. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Thirteen  cases,  as  compared  with  ten  in  the  previous  year,  were 
notified,  seven  of  whom  were  removed  and  treated  in  Isolation  Hospital  either  at  Spittle- 
sea  or  Steppingley.  The  parishes  showing  the  highest  incidence  were  Cranfield  and 
Westoning.  All  cases  recovered. 

Diphtheria. — No  cases  were  notified. 

Pneumonia. — Six  cases  were  notified. 

Erysipelas. — Two  cases  were  notified. 

Measles — The  epidemic  of  measles  continued  over  the  winter  months  into  the  first 
quarter  of  this  year;  a gradual  decline  in  the  number  of  cases  occurring  as  the  year 
progressed.  The  infection  affected  chiefly  the  5-10  year  age  group,  a favourable  factor 
in  the  incidence  of  pulmonary  complications. 

Whooping  Cough. — Thirty- three  cases  were  notified. 

Cerebro  Spinal  Fever.— One  case  was  notified. 

Dysentery— No  cases  were  notified. 

Jaundice. — Three  cases  were  notified. 

Poliomyelitis—  Out  of  eight  cases  of  poliomyelitis  in  the  district  five  occurred  at 
Haynes.  One  death  occurred  from  this  infection. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia. — Two  cases  were  notified. 

Opthalmia  Neonatorum.— No  cases  were  notified.

ARTIFICIAL  IMMUNISATION  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA. 

Under  the  National  Health  Service  Act  1946,  the  County  Council  is  responsible  for 
;he  functioning  of  a scheme  under  which  facilities  are  available  for  children  of  all  ages 
o obtain  this  important  preventive  treatment  free  of  charge,  either  from  the  family  doctor 
it  his  surgery  or  from  the  medical  officer  at  any  of  the  welfare  centres  or  schools  within 
he  county. 

The  following  figures  are  presented  through  information  supplied  by  Dr.  G.  K. 
Bowes,  the  Northern  Divisional  Medical  Officer.

These  figures  indicate  that  41.9%  of  the  child  population  under  5 years  of  age  has 
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been  immunised  against  diphtheria  as  compared  with  42.9%  at  the  end  of  1948.  82.7% 
of  the  child  population  of  5-14  years  has  been  immunised  against  diphtheria  as  compared 
with  76.2%  at  the  end  of  the  previous  year.  Thus  67.1%  of  the  children  under  15  years 
of  age  have  been  protected  against  diphtheria  by  immunisation. 


CLEANSING  OF  VERMINOUS  PERSONS. 

Scabies. 

By  arrangement  with  the  Borough  of  Bedford,  infected  persons  aie  treated  at  the 
Borough  Treatment  Centre,  Commercial  Road,  Bedford.  In  April  of  this  year  the  cost 
was  increased  from  2/-  to  10/-  per  treatment. 

Where  possible,  arrangements  are  made  for  the  other  members  of  the  household 
to  attend  for  treatment  as  contacts  at  the  same  time  as  the  infected  person  or  persons. 

During  the  year  under  review  35  treatments  were  given. 


PREVENTION  OF  BLINDNESS.— Public  Health  Act,  1936,  Sec.  176.  This 
is  undertaken  by  the  County  Council. 


PUBLIC  PIEALTH  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925, 
and  Section  172  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

No  necessity  for  action  under  these  regulations  arose  during  the  year  under  review. 

Three  tuberculosis  cases  that  died  had  not  been  notified,  therefore  the  ratio 
of  non-notified  tuberculosis  deaths  to  total  tuberculosis  deaths  is  3 /5.
